tan account for the conneftion bctweerf 
the Huntingdon and the Seymodr fa- 
milies) Bttcd it up for a place of reC^ 
dcncc, and dcfecrtted the whole, by 
Converting part of the chapel idto i 
kitchen, and other offices. In this ftate 
(though in what hands we know not) 
the Abbey might continue till about the 
year 17CO, when Sir Bartlet Lucv, 
the owner, difpofcd of fuch a part of 
the materials, by contraft, to Mafons, 
Plumbers, Carpenters, &c. as they 
Could carry away in a limited time. 
Thefe people are faid, by the neigh- 
bours, to have been vificed by judge- 
ments, proportioned to the different 
degrees of their imagined facrilege. Af- 
ter this, the right of poflcffion devolved 
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to Het(ry Clift, Efquirc, from whorrt^ 
the late Mr. Dummer made the pur- 
chafe. 

That fo little Ihould be known of 
thofc who were in fucccflion, mafters- 
of a place like this, will not appear un- ' 
accountable to him, whoconfiders that 
the owner of an eftate is the only perfon ' 
pofleffed of its credentials, or immediate- 
ly concerned in the prefervacion of its 
records. Thofe to whom hereditary te- 
nures defcend, are not often folicitous - 
about more than their value, fitting' 
down to enjoy them with neither tb«' 
power to extend a fearch into remoter ' 
ages themfclvcs, or a wifli to promote 
enquiries after the number or quality ; 
of their predeceflbrs. So eafily is that^

from obfcurity. The pride of families 
is oat always the \x& Security for die 
fatthfulnefs of genealogical dedu&ions. 
Gt%3tne& IS lels ready to difclole the 
fources from wheoce its riches flow, 
thantofwaUowthcirltreams^i and cities 
of ^kuidoTi in a- pedigFee, too ofien 
hiaSk at thdc approximaoon to pro- 
videot iogeouity, or fuccefsful trade. 
Hence ic happens^ that in the oftenta- 
tioiis accounts of families,, none but 
thoie wbodc nmes caa confer bonour in 
their tum, are admitted to a place ^ as 
ia contraded maps the little villages are 
pa&d over, and the road appears to 
eoodu^ the. trarellv ooly through » 
iecies- 
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fet-iei oS market towns, and cities of 
extant and fame. 

The fituation of Netliy Abbey is 
fuch as would natufally have been cho- 
len b^ thofc who wiflied at once for fo- 
Titude and convenience. TRc abbey 
lands were its boundaries on all lides ^ 
and the Southampton river fupplied 
ii with maiiy necelTarics, at the fame 
time as it leffened the Aitquencjr of com* 
itiunication with t^c bufy part of the 
world. The fpot where it Stands is al- 
moft furrounded «ith beautiful woodj^ 
which Hope graduaHy to the edge of ttuC 
fea 1 and its jirofpefts, both by lanrf 
and water, arc equally extenfivg uid^ 
delightful. There are ftill viGble, at 
fome diftancc from the building, lafgf

mounds, which were thrown up - ax 
heads to ponds, calculated for the pre-, 
fervatipn of fi(h, and as rcfcrvoirs for 
frelh water. The form of part of the 
moat is preferved, though that of the 
whole ftru&ure cannot be fo exa£Uy af- 
certatned. The chapel (iikealtnoft all 
Others of the fame age) was built in the 
form of a crofs, having a nave, and 
fide iHes,' with others interfering them 
between that and the choir. Its highefl; 
pinnacles are faid to have been former- 
ly fea-marks i but at prefent no remains 
of them are difcovcrable. The form of 
die Refeftory and kitchen are yet pre- 
ferved. 

Before I clofe this introduAion, I 

cannot but remark how natural it is for 

thofe

to offer previoufiy feme account of it»
